At 21 meetings, 12,090 persons saw the farm and home 
labor-saving demonstrations. - Oregon. 


Farmers themselves exhibited 516 homemade devices at '24 
Shows which totaled an attendance of 19,927. -—- Illinois. 


Farm folk who attended have been unanimously of the 
Opinion that it was not only a good show, but that it did 
have a great deal of material that was valuable to them and 
would be very helpful in improving their farm and home 
practices; 41,625 attended the 35 meetings. -—- Washington.
